Crile, George F. Cancer and common 
sense. Viking, $2.75. November 4. 


Contending that fear of cancer is one of the 
deadliest aspects of the disease today a sur- 
geon counsels the public to be less fearful by 
learning the facts about the kinds of cancer, 
the best-known treatment for each, and their 
relative fatality. He is particularly emphatic 
in giving repeated warning to patients and 
doctors against needless surgery. Apparently 
well informed, the author unhesitatingly 
criticizes the medical profession for failing to 
win the public’s confidence in its ability to 
deal with cancer and leaving them easy prey 
for quacks. Plain-spoken though repetitious, 
the book may arouse discussion but may well 
help dissipate some of the current unnatural 
fear about cancer.

Godden, Rumer. An episode of sparrows. 
Viking, $3.50. November 25. 


The Catford Street children’s stealing of soil 
from the Gardens was considered by rich 
Miss Angela Chesney as an irritation to be 
expected from the noisy, cheeky urchins she 
called sparrows. To Lovejoy, the neglected 
waif responsible for the affair, it was the cul- 
minating act in her desperate struggle to com- 
pensate for a love-and-beauty-starved exist- 
ence—and through the episode Angela’s sister 
Olivia, who was sensitive to the real needs of 
people, found a meaning for her life. From 
the seemingly insignificant story of how two 
London street children made a secret garden 
the author has wrought an artistic study of 
complex human and social relationships which 
realizes the subtleties of its characters with 
humor, wisdom, and compassion. 


Hawley, Cameron, Cash McCall. Hough- 
ton, $3.95. November 7. 


The business world is given an objective but 
respectful portrayal in the story of a‘man 
who operates on a grand scale in buying up 
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stagnant or badly managed companies, reor- 
ganizing them, and selling them. Seen at first 
only through the eyes of several other busi- 
ness people, he is a rather mysterious, even 
ominous figure; when met, he is a somewhat 
too-good-to-be-true handsome young man, 
shrewd but honest. Other characters are 
more realistic and the incidental descriptions 
of business operations are very interestingly 
detailed. The romantic development between 
Cash and the daughter of a man whose com- 
pany Cash is buying influences the business 
transaction and makes Cash a more human 
individual.

This synthesis of evidence furnished by the 
biological and social sciences demonstrates 
that prejudice is the outward expression of 
fear. Concisely and forcefully, the author ex- 
plains how fear begins and is translated into 
prejudice, and discusses devices such as anti- 
Semitism or superpatriotism that are used to 
avoid facing one’s fears, and ways in which 
fear and prejudice may be reduced. Although 
neither diagnosis nor remedies are original, 
this should be highly effective as a good, 
popular rendering of important principles.

In his usual 
prophetic manner he suggests this rebirth of 
religion may point to the possibility of a 
state-sponsored faith. This projection in the 
final section of the book is based in part on 
personal knowledge of Russian Christianity 
gained in the early thirties when the author 
was an accredited journalist traveling in the 
Soviet Union. The personal observations, 
forming the greater part of the book, seem to 
have greater authority than the final portions.

Arguing at length, the author 
again presents the case for the basic intellec- 
tual disciplines, attacks what he terms aim- 
lessness in education, and maps out some 
rather indeterminate roads to educational 
reform.

An attractive young 
woman with aspirations toward crime report- 
ing, Miss Molly was at first both startled and 
exhilarated by a job that required close asso- 
ciation with corpses of all ages, conditions, and 
classes; although she soon became accustomed 
to the more gruesome aspects of her job, she 
never ceased to be a fascinated witness of the 
tragedies and comedies of human existence.

The moving account of a sensitive American 
who, like Schweitzer before him, accepted 
the challenge of Africa. Employed in 1951 as 
an economic adviser to the Federation of 
Uganda African Farmers, the author sees the 
dark continent through the eyes of the natives 
with whom he lived and worked. A mutual 
bond of affection developed and despite many 
difficulties the co-operatives were turned over 
to the farmers and a Uganda National Con- 
gress was formed. To strengthen these steps 
toward self-government Mr. Shepherd went 
on a fund-raising tour of America in 1953 only 
to have his passport held up on a false report 
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of his African work. The author makes an 
engrossing account of his work and his book 
is a worthwhile addition to the current flood 
on Africa.
